Mr. EDMUNDS moved to take up 
the joint resoiution proposing an amendment to 
the cunstitutioa of the United states in regard 
to the count of the electoral vote by the supreme 
court. 
Mr. MERRIMON, of North Carolina, obj ¢cted 
aud read the twenty-first joint rule provitiing 
that udfinished bu:iness left over from one ses- 
sion shall not be taken up fer action uutil after 
the lapee of tix days from the beginning of the 
eubsequent session.

On motion of Mr MORTON it wes ordered 
that three addit:onal members to the committee 
on privileges and elections be appointed to aid 
in discharging the duties imposed by the resolu- 
tion of Mr. Edmunds, requiring an investigation 
into the late election in various southern states. 
The CHAIR (Mr. Ferry) overruled the point 
ef order and announced the joint rules were 
notin force Besides, this subj ct was covered 
by senate rule 52, which he directed to be read 
It provides that at the commencement of the 
second sess'on business shi!] be resumed and 
proceeded with as if adjournment had not ta- 
ken place. 
Mr. MERRIMON appeaiei from the decision 
of the chair, and said he had no objection to 
taking up this joint resolution if it could be 
deve preperiy; but if the twenty-first joint 
rule wes ia force, as he belieyed it was, the 
resolution could not be taken up. He thoucht 
that the rule contained a very wholesome pro. 
vision. Mr. Merrimon then argued that the 
joint rules were in fo'ce, and it was not comrpe- 
tent for the senate to aboiish ‘hem withont the 
concurrence of the house of representatives. 
Neither house conld Withdraw its assent to 
these rules without the concurrence of the 
other. 
The debate continued all day. ard was of a 
technical character only allusion being made 
to the bearing of the question on the electoc 1 
vote, but finally reached the question, being on 
the eppeal of Mr. Merrimon from the decision 
of the chair. The decision was sustained by 
fifty ayes and four nayes, as follows: Maxey, 
Merrimon, Windom and Wright. So there are 
no joint rules.

Wasnineton, Dec.- 1.—The local 
papers announce that President Grant 
shows his confidence in the country, 
ond in Washington in particular, by 
purchasing of Judge L. W. Vale, late 
proprietor of the Daily Chronicle, a 
fine residence on Thirteenth street, be- 
tween Rhode Island and Vermont ave- 
nues. A few months ago the same 
capers announced that President Grant 
had sold the ground upon part of which 
this residence stands to Judge Vale, 
since he was too poor to keep it. And 
again, on December 10, 1873, just after 
Grant bad puffed the Shepherd shoddy 
government in his annual message, a 
deed passed from Hallet Kilbourn, the 
trustee of the famous real estate pool, 
to Ulysses 8. Grant, transferiing this 
same ground for (real?) consideration 
of $32,315 50. This deed was not re~ 
corded until June 6, 1874, when the in- 
vestigation committee on district affairs 
had closed its sessions, but then it was 
used immediately for advertising con 
tiguous pool property, on the ground 
that Grant was going to erect a palace 
on it to retire upon at some indefinite 
time. It will be remembered that Gen. 
Grant was donated not long before that 
time a comfortable double residence on 
I street, in which he might rest free 
from gares, upon his laurels, and that 
he showed hjs confidence in the coun- 
try and in Washington by selling the 
same to Sayles J. Bowen for $46,000, 
and subsequently by backing out of the 
bargain and reselling it to parties in 
the north for $60,000. That confidence 
game is about played out. 


LINGERING NEAR THE SEAT OF 
PUWER 


New York Sus. 
Gen. Grant has bought a house in 
Washington. Thisis the latest news 
of the personal movements of the 
present occupant of the white house. 
He is the first president who has ever 
manifested any desire to continue his 
residence at the national capita! after 
the expiration of his term of office. 
But so strong is Grant's love of power 
that he cannot bear to withdraw from 
the spot where he has exercis.d it so 
long. 
We can all understand now, even 
better than ever before, how keen was 
t_e pang with which he relinquished 
the last hope of a third term. The 
ghastly expectation that he might hold 
over, more recently put into Grant’s 
head by a facile courtier, must also be 
rapidly fading away as he finds his mil- 
itary ventures thwarted.

‘the following communication from 
a& competent authority in M u- 
setts, which has been handed to us, 
will also be found of great interest at 
this moment: 

“I have been at considerable trouble 
to investigate the hictory of the 22d 
rule and the proceedings of congress 
in relation to the rules and the joint 
rules, and I find: 

l. That the house, at the beginning 
of each congress, has a resolve, 
alter the election of speaker and organ- 
ization, that the rules of the last house 
continue, and that a committee on 
rules (rules of the house) be appointed. 
2. ‘That the hunse has uniformly con- 
sidered the joint rules of the last con- 
gress in force without an express adop- 
\ion of them. 

3. That the senate at the commence- 
ment of a new congress has passed no 
resolve concerning its ruies, but ap- 
pointed a committee on rules of the 
senate. 

4. That at the opening of the new 
congress in March, 1867, the senate did 
not, so far as I can discover, ever ap- 
point a committee on rules. 

5. That both houses have uniformly 
acted npon the joint rales of the pre- 
vious con s, except where a joint 
rule was, from its terms, applicable to 
a particular day. Such was the joint 
rule of 1871, concerning the counting 
the votes for president, etc., offered by 
Mr. Trumbull and adopted February 5. 
It applied to “February 12, 1871, at 12 
o'clock.” 

6. Note the fact thatin 1865, Feb. 5 
the new joint rule (22d rule) reported 
by Mr. ‘Trumbull, commences, “That 
the following be adued to the joint 
rules of the two houses’ Now, atthat 
congress no joint rules had been ex- 
pressly adopted. On the contrary, they 
were otherwise recognized, as by the 
usual joint resolve to suspend the 16th 
and 17th joint rules, and the whole 
course of procedure between the two 
houses. 

7. Note the further fact that the 
terms of the 22d joint rule provide, not 
fur a special day of the week and ot the 
month, but forthe scond Wednesday 
of February next succeeding the meet- 
ing of the electors of president and vice 
president, showing that it was made Uy 
those who made it with a view to per- 
manence. 

8. On February 25, 1869, the debate 
on Mr. Anthony’s resolution recognized 
“the juine rules” as existing. What 
joint rules? Of course the whole or 
nune. And on the lst of March, 1869, 
the resolve in both houses suspendiag 
the 16th and 17th joint rules also re- 
cognized “the joint rules” as stillin 
foree. So still in another congress, 
commencing in December, 1869, the 
same joint rules were suspended. And 
in 1869 and 1873 the same joint rules, 
including the 22d, were recogniz 
and acted upon. The whole ac- 
tion of the senate, even upon the 
question of throw ng out the vote of 
Georgia, under the special resolve con- 
cerning her, recognized and admutied 
the 22d rules as in force. 

9. The remarks of all senators and 
the president pro tem. during the mid- 
night action of the senate concerning 
the count of Georgia (as vell as pre- 
vious practice) expressly admit that a 
joint rule cannot be rescinded by one 
bouse alone. 

10. This very year the joint rules 
were recognized and acted upon, not- 
withstanding Mr. E:imund’s resolution. 
I have not a copy of those rules, but 
aoderstand that the clerk oi the senate 
is messenger to the house and the clerk 
of the house is messenger to the senate 
under a joint rule, and various other 

ings are done under those rules. 

ll. Lf there are no joint rules, no one 
is designated even to preside over the 
meeting of the two houses, and other 
consequences follow which it is not 
my purpose to trouble you with enu- 
merating. 

12. If these things are so, is it not un-

It wilt be some- 
what troublesome and tedious for the 
democrats t= wanderagain through the 
bristling forgeries, perjuries and trauds 
that have come to light in the three 
distracted states; but the result will be 
the same.

Re- 
ally, we wish the editorof the Chrcn 
icle well. The ordeal through which 
his variegated patriotism will be com 
pelled to piss, will in all probability be 
afiery one. Let us trust it will survive 
the torture. Let usalso hope that the 
editor will form one ofthe large and 
admiring audience which on the 5th 
day of March, will cheer lustily at the 
admirable inaugural which President 
Tilden will on that day deliyer. 


POSTAL AFFAIRS. 


The people paid in the past fiscal year 
$33,263,874 for mail facilities. Of this 
amount $4 081,790 came directly from 
the treasury, being the excess of 
expenditures over the year’s receipts. 
Mr. Tyner estimates that the delicienc; 
of the next fiscal year will exceed six 
millions; but he evidently did not take 
into calculation the fact that a different 
lot of men will then manage the mai’ 
business. 

The report teems with interesting 
facts. For example, it is stated that of 
something more than four million reg- 
istered letters mailed, only 764 were 
lost, aud 196 of these made were good. 
The actual loss inthis way was less 
than $13000. 151 employees were ar- 
rested during the year for offences 
against the postal laws. Of the dead 
letters, 31,318 contained photographs, 
20,367 jewelry, etc. The report con- 
tains plenty of similar facts; but it is 
almost silent on one interesting point— 
the straw-bid mail contract business 
That is asensitive point with the ad- 
ministration. 

The postmaster genéral is a warm 
advocate of the free delivery system. 
It is now in operation in eighty- 
seven cities, and the receipts from 
local postage—drop letters and the like 
—in those cities exceed the entire ex- 
pense of the system by $84,375. In 
other words, itis more than self-sus- 
taining. The carriers—2,269 in num- 
ber—handled in the average 278,438 
pieces each. Altogether they handled 
over six millions letters and newspa- 
pers. 

Mr. Tyner asks—we hope in vain— 
for a restoration of the fast mail hum- 
‘bug. Just why one strip of the country 
Bhould he provided with extraordinary 
mail facilities at the expense, and even 
to the detriment in some respects, of 
the rest of the country, we never 
could quite understand. lf the de- 
partment would give its undivided at- 
tention to the general betierment of 
the service—quickening the mails in 
places where they are unnecessarily 
slow and increasing the number of 
mails where too few are received—the 
country in general would be better sat- 
isfied.

The city ought to devise some plan to 
prevent the nuisance and then compel 
the roa‘s to observe the provisions.

MR. CHANDLER'S DEPARTMENT. 

The secretary of the interior begins 
his report witha discussion of the In- 
dian question. He urges the dissolu- 
tion of tribal relations and the convey- 
ance of land in severalty. With the 
exception of the hostile Sioux the In 
dians are practically upon reservationr, 
entirely under the control oi the de- 
partment. 

About six and a half millions acres 
of public lands were disposed of during 
the year—a decrease of about half a 
million of acres as compared with the 
previons year’s sales. One thousand 
six hundred and eighty-one more pat- 
ants were granted_however; and more 
land was taken up under the home- 
stead and timber-culture acts. 

The pension rol! is diminishing: The 
maximum was reached in 1873. Asitill 
greater diminution is expected in the 
future. The whole number of names 
borne upon the pension roll at the end 
of the past fiscal year was 232,137. 
[Three hundred and twenty of this 
aumber were widows of revolutionary 
soldiers; The disbursements on this 
score were $1,331,516 less than was ex- 
pended for the same purpose during 
the preceding year. 

The secretary is persuaded that. the 
laws relating to the publication and 
distribution of public documents 
should be carefully revised and sim- 
plified. In his judgmeuat, provision 
should be made for supplying gratui- 
tously all the important public libraries 
of the country with copies of every 
valuable publication issued by the 
guvernment, while individuals should 
be required to pay cost price for the 
same, exception being made of persons 
in official position, who should be pro- 
vided with such documents as are 
essential to the proper discharge of the 
duties of their office. The custody and 
distribution of such documents should 
be confined to a single agency, so that 
there might be one source from which 
the publications of the government, or 
accurate information concerning them, 
could readily be obtained.
